1. In respect of overstayal of liner vessels enjoying berthing facilities either to load or discharge not more than 5,000 
tonnes of cargo per consignor or consignee On Liner terms including gift consignments with prescribed berth occupancy of such 
vessels (the exact duration of which will be determined by Traffic Manager of the Board depending upon various factors) 
beyond the period stipulated by Traffic Manager of the Board, such Vessel shall pay charges at three times the normal rates and 
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in respect of overstayal of other Import/Export vessels at two times read with Notes 2 and 3 after expiry of the period notified 
by the Traffic Manager. 

2. No export or import of cargo is permitted while vessels are allotted a berth in the road-stead. 

3. A day shall be reckoned as 24 hours from the time mooring in a berth is completed. If a vessel cannot leave her 
berth owing to a pilot or a tug not being available for unberthing her or because the harbour authorities are unable for any other 
reasons to unberth her, the time for which she remains in occupation of the berth on that account shall be excluded in calculating 
the period for which berth charges are payable. 

4. For vessels anchored at roads, charges shall be levied at US $ 33.32 per day or part thereof and in case they are on 
coastal run, Rs. 490/- per day or part thereof shall be levied. However, vessels anchored at road-stead awaiting a berth in the Port 
at the time of entry shall pay no fees. No. export or import of cargo is permitted while vessels are allotted a berth in the road¬ 
stead. 

5. Vessels berthed at the ore berths I & II in the Outer Harbour for the purpose of bunkering, watering and repairs shall 
pay only 50% of the regular berth charges. 

6. For vessels which owing to an impending Cyclone elect to stay in the Port after being duly warned, 50% of the rates 
specified in the Schedules read with notes 2 and 3 shall be levied. For the period covered by the warning and commencing in the 
case of vessel which have not completed their loading and unloading and at the time warning from the day after loading and 
unloading having been completed provided that if on any day during this period the berth occupied by the vessel is required for 
trade purpose, the full rate shall be charged. 

7. Any vessel which continues to occupy the berths in the Port for more than three hours after completion of discharge 
or loading or ballasting or after the expiry of the notice period (12 hours) given by the Traffic Manager to vacate the berth/move 
from the berth shall, in respect of such period of occupancy of the said period, pay additional berth charges at the rate of US $ 142.80 
per hour or part thereof in case of vessels at all berths except jetties/moorings and at the rate of US $ 71.40 per hour or part 
thereof in case of vessels at jetties/moorings if the Sub-Committee to be constituted by the chairman with Chairman, Visakhapatnam 
Port Trust as Chairman of the Sub-Committee so decides, after giving an opportunity to the Agents of vessel. Such charges for 
the vessels on coastal run are Rs. 3,000/- and Rs. 1,500/- per day or part thereof respectively. The additional berth hire charges 
leviable shall be in addition to the normal berth charges payable under the schedule supra. 

8. Iron Ore carriers berthed at any other berth other than Iron Ore berths shall pay berth charges at the rates notified for 
those berths.
